The Germans wentout frequently to imbibe 
despondent beer anti came vack with their 
hands uplifted, suicide in every face. The 
Irish, with sleeves rolled up and cyes biaz- 
ing, wanted to commit suicice 
on somelody else. ‘Only let 
me catch that sonofa gun, Krieger,’’ was the 
pervading Celtic sentiment. The Americans 
stood around with their hands safely in their 
pockets, calmly remarking, ‘‘Well, thisisa 
devil of a smash-up, ain't it?’’ 

Jim Hagerty says: ‘‘If he could only meet 
Mayer Goldsoll he would kiss him.’’ It would 
be aterrible smack, though. 

There was a rumor on the streets this morn 
ing that Krieger, Jr..had iost heavily in specu- 
lations witha Third street broker.

And 
still more strange, that when a bank fails the 
assets are almost always suflicient, on paper, 
to pay all depositors; but, after a few months 
or years, perhaps, the depositors will geta 
few cents on the dollar, and between the as- 
sociation and court the assets will dwindle down 
and leave nothing for the depositors. Banks 
and railroads are useful institutions if they are 
managed by capable and honest men, but it is 
very hard to find either honest or capable 
men in such institutions. The man who can 
cheat and steal most in either place is the best 
man.

A fPpost-DIsPpatcnu reporter sallied 
forth on Saturday evening to view 
the alleys and by-ways of St. Louis. 
His mission, which was a _ sanitary 


one at first, soon degenerated into a sociologi- 
cal ramble among the poor and the lowly. 

**One half of the world does not know how 
the other half lives, ’’ is a saying entitled to 
respect both from its venerable age and its ex- 
tremetruth. There is a teeming, pulsing life 
in St. Louis which shows no sign of itself on 
the highways of trade.In deference to the eter- 
nal fitness of things it hides itself in dark and 
sinuous lanes and upologetically keeps out of 
sight and out of view not only of tae upper 
ten, but of the middle four hundred and fifty 
thousand ulso. 

Any sunshiny day, when everybody is hur- 
rying eagerly by, in chase of the nimble shil- 
ling,a saunter through any of the parks, espe- 
cially the smaller ones, which dot the city, 
will be rewarded by the view of a dozen or two 
stout fellows lounging idly on benches in the 


shade, or solemnly and listlessly moving 
themselves in quest ofasofter seat. They 
have the unmistakable bench-mark of the 
tramp and failure stamped in _ every 
wrinkle of their second-hand apparel. They 


look like men who would be unspeakably hap- 
py if somebody would onky come up and say to 
them, ‘*Come, work in my vineyard,’ ’but they 
would want assurances that their work was to 
be inthe shade and they would like an advance 
of an obolus to gettheir bundle of *‘other’’ 
clothes from their unele, and when the 
day’s work would be finished they would 
be cheerfully discharged and warned off the 
premises by their emancipated employer. 
These are an important factor of the alley pop- 
ulation. The majority of them have wives, 
mothers or sisters that take in washing or go 
out scrubbing and do other hard ‘‘day’s work’?

It begins really about Market or Wal- 
nut, and, with Sixth street as a center, runs as 
far south as Cerre or Gratiot. Its boundaries 
are badly defined, the hollow shading off into 
the surrounding streets On all sides. It is the 
basin of old Mill Creek and is inhabited now 
as it was fifty vears ago bya light-hearted, 
shiftless class, but they are being crowded to 
the wall at last by the sturdy Germans, who 
are gradually inundating this delectable lo- 
cality.

A great, red-faced female, with her mot- 
tled arms bare to the elbow, stood at the door 
of her dive, looking out into the alley, and 
carrying on a conversation with a friend three 
doors above. She dropped her tone as the 
reporter passed by, interjecting an extremely 
uncomplimentary remark about that unof- 
fending gentleman’s mental calibre, and indi- 
cating a desire for information as to his busi- 
ness, Which was not gratified. 

An old, gray-headed Uncle Ned was sitting 
a few yards further up the lane, reading, with 
much stage business, an old New York 
Ledger. Hewas dressed neatly in a thread- 
bare suit of black cloth, and had most spotless 
and immaculate linen, He scrutinized the 
pencil-pusher over the top of bis silver spec- 
tacles and said, ‘*Good evening.’’

A TERRIBLE CHARGE.

Edward L. Krueger, an ex-Police 
Officer, 


- — 
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Is Charged With Violating the Person of 
His Own Daughter—An Interview 
With the Accused. 


Edward L. Krueger to-day lies in the City Jail 
upon a charge of committing a rape upon the 
person of his own daughter, Louisa. Krueger 
is well known in St. Louis. Prior to the year 
1871, he served on the police force here, re- 
signing his position at that time for the pur- 
pose of following the occupation of a constable 
at Elleardsville. On Saturday last his wife, 
Ida,and their daughter Louisa appeared be- 
fore the officers of the law at the Four 
Courts, and told a terrible story of 
the wrongs inflicted upon them by the husband 
and tather. The story astold by the mother, 
shorn of its most disgusting details is, about as 
follows: In the year 1875 Louisa, now a beauti- 
ful blonde of nineteen, was then only fourteen 
years of age. She was evenat this early date 
tall and well matured tor her age. One ecvening 


while the mother was away from home the father 
left alone with his daughter, by threats. 
coupled with blows, succeeded in violating her 
person. The mother, upon returning home 
the same night, was informed by Louisa of the 
terribie outrage which she had been subjected 
to, and the father, on hearing thatthe daugh- 
ter had told her mother of this crime, threat- 


ened to kill both if the facts were 
ever made public. The nother 
and daughter, terribly alarined 


and fearing that he might carry his threats into 
execution, kept silent about the matter, while 
the father followed upthe first outrage upon 
his daughter by others. 

Krueger’s wite avers that this terrible and 
inbuman conduct was carried on until a year 
ago, when Louisa married a young man named 
Geisler. Krueger and Geisler quarreled often. 
These quarrels ended inthe daughter's suing 
her husband and obtaining a divorce. Six 
months ago a separation was secured. Since 
then the father, according to the mother’s 
story, has continued to violate the person of 
his dungiter until Friday last, when the horri- 


ple affair came to an abrupt termination. 
Krueger, at the time above mentioned, 
went home to his residence, which is 


located next door to the colored school-honse 
in Elleardsville, in a drunken condition. No 
sooner had he arrived home than he drove 
poth mother and duugbter out of the house aud 
into the street. They repaired to the office of 
Constable Zimmer and toid bim of their 
troubles. He cume to town with them 
Saturday morning, an@ ‘after conferring with 
acting Circuit Attorney Brockenbrough a war- 
rant wasissued for hrueger’s arrest upoua 
charge of rape.

GARIBALDPS CHILDREN. 


The Singular Matrimonial Relations 
of the Italian Liberator. 
{From the Chicago Times.1 
The difficulties that may beset the children 
of Garibaldi in the settlement of his estate | 
after his death are being discuased by the 
Italian journals, which, with their usual 
fondness for hyperbole, describe the heroic 
old general as a father whose children are not 


his own, and a husband without a wife. 
Garibaldi has six children- They 
are the offspring of three women, 
with only two of whom he has lived, 


yet, strangely, it was only to the woman with 
whom he never cohabited that he was mar- 
ried.» At the time of his contest against the 
Dictator Rosas, in La Plata, he met a woman 
of Brazilian birth ealled Annita. She was 
married, but falling in love with the adven- 
turer. she left her husband, and after accom- 


panying Garibaldi through his most perilous 
experiences in South America, she followed 


him to Europe. She was the nother of Gari- 
baldi’s eldest three children, Menotti, Ricciotti 
and Mme. Canzio. She died in the forest of 
Ravenna when Guribaldi was fleeing from 
Rome, after the arrival there of the French 
troops in 1849. Ten years later, at the time 
of his campaign in Lombardy, Garibaldi met 
the youthful daughter of the Marquis Bas- 
mondi. This damsel loved unwisely one of 
Garibaldi’s aides-de-camp, a young officer 
named Confrimi. Whensthe Italian troops 
moved away from Como, her father’s 
home, she determined to follow her lov- 
er. She went after him on_ horse- 
back and her father went after her. When 
the Marquis found her she told him she had 
conceived for Garibaldi a passion she could | 
not govern. Garibaldi was informed: of this 
declaration, and, as he was pleased with the 
girl, he married her. The marriage ceremony 
was little more than over when the young 
woman informed her husband that she loved 
his aide-de-camps Confrimi, that there was 
a good reason why he should be her hus- 
band, and that she had lied to her father when | 
she told bim she loved Garibaidi, | ecause she | 
was afraid to teli him she loved Confrimi, to 
whom, she felt certain, he would never let her 
be married.

Buried Among the Coals—A Mysterious 
Case. 
. | 


{From the London Daily Telegraph, May 19+) 
Shortly after ten o’clock yesterday morning 


the inhabitants of Euston square were alarmed | 


at learning that a discovery had been mace in 
one of the houses there which may prove to 
indicate the commission of a horrible crime. 
The house, No. 4—the second in the square on 
the left hand side from Seymour strect, as one 
goes northward—is the place in which the dis- 
covery was made. Itis at present occupied 
by a German named Siwerin Bersendoff, and 


he has lived there for about three years. Be- 
fore that it is said that the house was occupied 
by Mr. Mills, a sculptor, and a Mrs.Taylor, 
of whom little appears to be known. Mr. 
Bersendoff has recently let off part of his 
houseto some lodgers. and these asked that 
they might have the use of the coal cellar, 
which lies under the flagging in front of the 
house. He assented, and his lodgers ordered 
in a load of coal, anda carman, named Goo. 
Pulcher. was sent to deliver it yesterday 
morning. When he reached the house Pulch- 
er had occasion to go down into the cellar to 
loose the ebain holding the grid which closed 
the aperture down which the — coal 
would have to be shot. ‘This cellar is 
“approached through a_ sort of pantry, 
and when the carman had passed this and 
~,apened the door of the cellar he states he was 
almost pvercome by a terrible stench which 
isned. He opened the grid and was horri- 
fied at seeing the head and upper portion of 
the body of a woman starting out of the mass 
of rabbish which lay there. Half sickened, he 
called the inmates of the house, and leaving 
the cellar returned to his wagon. 

A gentleman passing saw his agitation, and, 
learning what he had seen, at once informed 
a policeman. Twoconstables, Bransten, 125 
EK, amd Downing, 198 E, went at once to the 
house. It was then about 10:15, and on get- 
tinginto the cellar they found that the woman 
lay ‘ace downward, withher head apparently 
resting on one arm and the other arm 
drawn as if to cover the head. The stench 
wa: so offensive that before further 
amination could be made they felt it 
wedful to disinfect the place with cloride 

line. Then the search was continued, 

11 the body was found to have onita black 

ress and a skirt distended with a crinoline. 

r. H. VP. Davis was called in, and found that 
z body was so far decomposed that identifi- 
cation would be impossible. He was at first 
ofthe opinion thatthe body was that ofa fe- 
maic, aved between fifty and sixty years, and 
in this opinion Mr. Harrison, surgeon, joined. 
As the hands and feet were not at firat 
seen it was surmised that an attempt had been 
made to mutilate the body; but after further 
examination it appeared more probable 
hat the limbs had dropped from the trunk 
by the natural action of decomposition. 
From the state in which the remains were 
found it is almost certain that quicklime was 
thrown over them when they were placed in 
the celiur for the purpose of destroying all 
ehances of recognition. ¥y searching about 
almost all the remains were found, and such 
as were missing were traced through aservant 
sir! in the house, who said that a short time 
ago she Was shoveling coal in one part of ‘the 
ecilar and came upon some boues, which, 
supposing them to be ordinary meat bones, 
she threw into the dust bin, where they were 
fortunately found. Such as they were the re- 
mains were placed in a shell and taken to the 
Mortuary at St. Pancras Work-house. Almost 
all the flesh had gone from the face, and when 
the searchers tried to lift. the remains, the 
pulling of the clothes brought off such skin or 
flesh as remained on the covered part of the 
body. ‘The most startling discovery made was 
thet cla rope tied tightly twice round the 
neck, tauking it certain that the woman had 
died from strangulation. Dr. Davis of 
opinion that death must have occurred about 
“a vear ago, and that possibly two 
or three vears have passed since the crime was 
committed. 

The discovery was made known very early, 
and it Was astonishing to see how rapidly peo- 
ple came to stand before and look at a house 
in Which something horrible was supposed to 
have beendone. There was nothing to see 
and intitle to be learned. The stories told by 
and to the crowd were of the wildest and most 
contradictory character, and only served to 
increase the excitement. As night came the 
crowd increased, and gave more than sufti- 

-cient employment to a ‘detachment of the E 
division ef police. 
itis stated that some vears ago a young 
wan who lived in Seymour street, in that 
ghborhood. whose name was Jane Willis. 
missing, and no traee has been ever found 
er. She used to earn her livelihood in 
engi as a model for sculptors and paigters. 
“The honse is now under the #mmediate sitper- 
v ision of the pekee,y arid detectives from Seot- 
land Yard are making every inquiry that can 
lead to any clew. The Coroner's inquest will 
probably be opened on Mond: iv.

Sanders on Trial for Murder. 

The time of the Criminal Court will be occa- 
pied during the most part of this week in the 
trial of Joseph Sanders, whois charged with 
murderin the first degreoc. This afternoon's 
session was taken up inthe securing of ajury 
totrythe case. Mr. Joseph McBride appears 
as attorney for the defendant, while acting 
Circuit Attorney Brockenbrough is 
looking after the interests of 
the State. The crime ot which 
Sanders is accused isthe sbooting at and kiil- 
ing of Charles Breitenstein on the 25th day of 
July last. The tragedy occurred in the saloon 
No. 2317 Franklin avenue, presided over by 
Wm. Born. The story of the killing, as told 
by Born at the time of the taking of testimony 
ut the Coroner's inquest, is substantially 
as follows: About 11 o’clock a. im. the 
day in question, Sanders caine into 
the saloon above mentioned and began play- 
ing pool. Just beforetheend of what was to 
be the closing game, Breitenstein came in and 
said to Sanders, who was playiug pool witha 
wun named Rulwedel, ‘‘\ou are two nice fel- 
lows to go back on me after my doing you so 
wany fuvors last summer and winter.’’ 
Neither men 
auswered remark of Brei- 
tenstein, walked towards the 
bar-rooim counter to settie up. While the three 
were standing at the counter Born went to the 
pool-table to pick up the balls, when he bearda 
beertumbler falltothe floor. Turning around 
at the sound, he saw that Breitenstein was bit 
on the head by one of the two, but he could not 
tell which. Seeing that a general row was 
imminent. the saloonkeeper rushed between 
Sanders and Breitenstein, saying, *'I want you 
to behave vourselves.’’ As he spoke Breiten- 
stein stuinbled beckwards, and as he stum- 
bled Sande!s drew a revolver and fired,the bu!- 
let entering Breitenstein’s abdomen. Officer 
O’RKelly, bearing the shot, was soon at 
the scene of the tragedy, and arrest- 
ed Sanders, while Breitenstein was placed in 
the bands of the physicians. The wounded 
man liivedtor three days after receiving the 
wound andthen died trom peritonitis. Sand- 
ers hus been arraigned before the bar of the 
Criminal Court several times, but 
lis attorney has always secured a continuance 
inthecase. At last, however, the cass has 
approached a hearing. The jury wili be secur- 
ed by 3o’clock, wlhenthe taking of testimony 
in the case will be begun.
